Ball (R) Minn., told the senate la­ 
bor committee today that if labor 
abuses are not curbed U. S. com­ 
merce will be "balkanized” and 
American workers will have "no 
more freedom” than existed in 
Nazi Germany.

Two Ways of Treating An 
Acute Gallb lad d er Infection 
Bf HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
WHEN it comes to treatin g 
acute gallblad d er in fection , there 
are two courses open to the phy si­ 
cian . He may either ord er immed i­ 
ate operation or, if the con d ition 
of the patien t permits, ad vise 
period of “watchful waitin g” to 
allow the in flammation to subsid e 
a little before operation is un d er­ 
taken . 
Accord in g to Dr. Fred erick W. 
M. 
Pratt 
of 
Lon d on , d urin g 
the period of waitin g the patien t 
should be given little food by 
mouth. However, a mixture of 
sugar solution an d vitamin s may 
be given by in jection in to a vein 
an d the patien t should also re­ 
ceive plen ty of fluid in this same 
way . Hot compresses may be ap­ 
plied to the right upper part of the 
abd omen to relieve pain . Sulfon a­ 
mid e d rugs may also be given in 
an effort to overcome the in fec­ 
tion . 
The Pulse Rate 
If the patien t’s pulse rate be­ 
gin s to rise, an d there are marked 
fever an d chills, the pain becomin g 
more severe an d the patien t’s 
gen eral con d ition worse, immed i­ 
ate operation is required . Even 
here, however, statistics seem to 
in d icate that the patien t will be 
better off for a d elay of several 
hours, d urin g which time such 
pre-operative treatmen t as is re­ 
quired can be given , 
la « break iaflamiaatto a *f lh* 


gallblad d er, treatmen t is n ot so 
easily d ecid ed upon . Man y pa­ 
tien ts d o well without operation . 
Accord in g to Dr. Pratt, the treat­ 
men t should con sist of givin g a 
weak solution of hy d rochloric acid 
by mouth, a d iet relatively rich in 
fats an d olive oil given by mouth 
before meals an d at bed time. 
Some phy sician s give a salin s 
laxative, such as magn esium or 
sod ium sulfate, before breakfast. 
It is also possible to pass a tuba 
through the patien t’s mouth in to 
the first part of the in testin e an d 
ad min ister the magn esium sulfat* 
through it, which aid s in the d ram- 
age of the gallblad d er. 
Chron ic In fection 
When chron c gallblad d er In fec­ 
tion is respon sible for con tin ued 
ill health an d is associated with 
persisten t pain an d fever, removal 
of the gallblad d er is n ecessary . 
Operation is n ot carried out in 
very old people, or in those in ­ 
stan ces where there is complicat­ 
in g lun g or heart d isease which 
would make surgical treatmen t 
d an gerous. 
In 
such 
in stan ces 
med ical treatmen t should be give» 
a lon g trial. 
I have outlin ed a d iet for use in 
gallblad d er d isord er, which may 
be helpful in followin g the phy si­ 
cian ’s in struction s.

WHEN it comes to treating 
scuts gallbladder infection, there 
are two courses open to the physi- 
cian. He may either order immedi­ 
ate operation or, if the condition 
of the patient permits, advise • 
period of "watchful waiting" to 
allow the inflammation to subside 
a little before operation is under­ 
taken. 
According to Dr. Frederick W. 
M. 
Pratt 
of 
London, during 
the period of waiting the patient 
should be given little food by 
mouth. However, a mixture of 
sugar solution and vitamins may 
be given by injection into a vein 
and the patient should also re­ 
ceive plenty of fluid in this same 
way. Hot compresses may be ap­ 
plied to the right upper part of the 
abdomen to relieve pain. Sulfona­ 
mide drugs may also be given in 
an effort to overcome the infec­ 
tion. 
The Pulse Rats 
If the patient's pulse rate be­ 
gins to rise, and there are marked 
fever and chills, the pain becoming 
more severe and the patient's 
general condition worse, immedi­ 
ate operation is required. Even 
here, however, statistics seem to 
indicate that the patient will be 
better off for a delay of several 
hours, during which time such 
pre-operative treatment as is re­ 
quired can be given. 
b i abronia inflammation af tim 


gallbladder, treatment is not so 
easily decided upon. Many pa­ 
tients do well without operation. 
According to Dr. Pratt, the treat­ 
ment should consist of giving a 
weak solution of hydrochloric acid 
by mouth, a diet relatively rich in 
fats and olive oil given by mouth 
before meals and at bedtime. 
Some physicians give a saline 
laxative, such as magnesium or 
sodium sulfate, before breakfast 
It is also possible to pass a tubs 
through the patient’s mouth into 
the first part of the intestine and 
administer the magnesium sulfate 
through it, which aids in the drain, 
age of the gallbladder. 
Chronic Infection 
When ch rone gallbladder infec­ 
tion is responsible for continued 
ill health and is associated with 
persistent pain and fever, removal 
of the gallbladder is necessary. 
Operation is not carried out in 
very old people, or in those in. 
stances where there is complicat­ 
ing lung or heart disease which 
would make surgical treatment 
dangerous. 
In 
such 
instances 
medical treatment should bs gives 
a long trial.
